Suiho is 30 miles up the Yalu 
{river from Antung, Manchuria. 
Its power plants furnished all 
electric power for industrial cen- 
ters in North Korea, including

WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP) 
—Senator Robert A. Taft said

temporarily admitted to the Re- 
publican national convention 
should be barred from voting 
on the permanent seating of that 
state’s delegation. 

Taft told a press conference he 
does not agree with Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower that delegates 
from all contested states should 
be barred from voting on con- 
tests. 

He said he thinks those seated 
temporarily from contested states 
must be permitted to vote on 
contests outside their own states. 
“Otherwise,” he said, ‘fake 
contests could be brought in a 
majority of the states and the con- 
vention would be helpless to act.” 
Some of Eisenhower’s backers 
have contended that Taft controls 
the machinery of the Republican 
National Committee which will 
approve the temporary roll of 
the Chicago convention. 

They expect the National Com- 
mittee to seat temporarily dele- 
gations favoring Taft in most of 
the contested states. They have 
asserted that such delegations 
ought! not to be allowed to vote 
on thé permanent seating of con- 
tested delegates. 

To Answer Dallas Speech. 
Taft said he wants to answer 
later in a formal statement, or 
in a speech, charges made by 
Eisenhower in a Dallas address 
Saturday night that there was a 
“steal” of Texas’ 38 delegates by | 
the Taft forces. 

Taft denied the charges and 
said: “The law was on the side 
of Henry Zweifel.” 
Zweifel is Texas national com- 
mitteeman.and a Taft supporter. 
Zweifel’s group named a pro- 
Taft delegation after refusing to 
t many Eisenhower delegates 
in a state convention. The Eisen- 
hower group bolted and named 
its own delegation. 
Taft said he isn’t at all certain 
his followers will have a major- 
ity on the Credentials Commit- 
tee—the group which recom- 
mends action to be taken on the 
seating of contested delegates. 
Control of the eredentials com- 
mittee could be: vital in the Taft-

Each state delegation to the 
convention names one member of 
the credentials group. While 
some of his backers have claimed 
Taft will have a majority of the 
votes in more than half of the 
states, Taft said that doesn’t mean 
the committee will be stacked in 
his favor.

Taft drove to Baltimore this 
afternoon for a talk with Mary- 
land’s 24 delegates to the con- 
vention, although he figures he 
already has enough votes to win 
the nomination on an early ballot. 
Taft claims virtual nomination 
on the first or second ballot at 
Chicago next month, and he said 
he wasn’t including any Maryland 
votes in the 603 or 604 he counts 
on his side.

EDEN SHARE REINS 
PUT ON CHURCHILL 


Party Members and News- 
papers Criticize Way 
Prime Minister Has 
Been Running Britain.

LONDON, June 23—Increasing 
pressure is being brought to bear 
on Prime Minister Churchill to 
relax his tight grip on the reins 
of state and to share them with 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden. 

Conservative members of Parlia- 
ment as well as friendly news- 
papers are openly expressing dis- 
satisfaction with the way Church- 
ill has been running the nation’s 
affairs since he resumed control 
of them eight months ago. 
There have even been oblique 


suggestions that Churchill, who 


will be 78 years old in November, 
should retire from political life in 


favor of younger men. 

Others are urging Churchill .to 
reshuffle his cabinet and turn 
over some of his powers to Eden, 


'who is generally considered the 


No. 2 man in the conservative 
government. 

Many feel Eden should give up 
the Foreign: Office and handle do- 
mestic affairs so as to be pre- 
pared for the job of running the 
Conservative party and possibly 
the government at some future 
date. 

It suggested that Eden be ap- 
pointed Lord President of the 
Council and concurrently leader 
of the House of Commons. 
Churchill, when he organized his 
government in October, originally 
made Eden leader of the House. 
However, due to the pressure of 
foreign affairs, Eden had to give 
up that job. As Lord President

of the Council, the weekly Econ- 
omist said, Eden “could and 
should take responsibility for the 
broad conduct of home affairs.” 

Pressure for a cabinet reshuffle 
arises from criticism that Church- 
ill has displayed a lack of decision 
in tackling such issues as de- 
nationalization of steel and road 
transport and has confused the 
public by sounding alarms about 
the country’s economy at a time 
when the Charicellor of the Ex- 
chequer said the situation was 
improving. : 
In the sharpest attack on 
Churchill by a paper which once 
supported him, the Economist 
said: 

*““One of the fundamental as- 
sumptions of British ‘politics has 
been that, whatever their faults, 
at least the Tories are the busi- 
nesslike party. It was in this 
belief that so many Liberal and 
independent votes turned away 
from Labor in 1950 and 1951. 
And it is this belief that the facts 
of the past eight months most 
sharply challenge. On the major 
issues of policy, the Government 
has been consistently indecisive.” 

It blamed Churchill for this and 
added: “The best course for 
Churchill and for the government 
is therefore obvious. It is that 
Churchill should limit his respon- 
‘sibilities to those things that he 
does supremely well. ... It means 
that he should stop trying to be 
more than a Prime Minister.” 
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SENATE BLOCKS 
MCARRAN'S MOVE 
ON SEIZURE BAR 


Puts Off Immediate Con- 
sideration of Proposed 
Constitutional Amend- 
ment. 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP) 
—Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, lost out today in a move to 
get the Senate to take up a con- 
stitutional amendment that would 
deny a President the right to 
seize private property unless au- 


thorized by act of Congress. 

By a vote of 42 to 32, the Sen- 
ate tabled McCarran’s motion that 
it proceed to immediate consider- 
ation of his constitutional amend- 
ment proposal. 

Three Republicans — Senator 
Bridges, of New Hampshire, Sal- 
tonstall of Massachusetts and 
Morse of Oregon—joined with 39 
Democrats in voting against the 
proposal. Two Democrats — Mc- 
Carran and Senat@& Byrd of Vir- 
ginia—joined 30 Republicans in 
voting for it. 

The proposed _ constitutional 
amendment was vigorously op- 
posed by Administration leaders 
when McCarran brought it up in 
a surprise maneuver last Satur- 
day. However, the parliamentary 
situation at the time was such 
that the Senate was forced to give 
McCarran’s motion priority. 

Acting Democratic Leader Lyn- 
don Johnson of Texas asked Mce- 
Carran to reconsider but he re- 
fused. 

He said Congress should act on 
the amendment at this session 
because 44 state Legislatures, 
more than enough to ratify it, 
meet in the next year. 

Senator Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota, called the proposed 
constitutional amendment, intro- 
duced after President Truman 
seized the steel industry, entirely 
unnecessary in the light of the 
Supreme Court’s decision that 
the seizure was unconstitutional. 

The constitutional amendment 
proposed by McCarran and ap- 
proved by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which he heads, con- 
tains only one sentence: “The 
executive power of the United 
States shall not be construed to 
extend at any time to any taking 
of private property other than in 
a manner prescribed by act of 
Congress.” 

Its ratification would require 
approval by a two-thirds majority 
in the Senate and the House and 
by * eeectcomran of the states as 
well.

President Truman was at the 
National Airport to see Acheson 
off last night. 

The President said that he 
wished the secretary luck on his 
latest mission and then permitted 
the following direct quotation: 

“I always wish him a success- 
ful trip and he always has one.” 

The President added: “I don’t 
know whether the wish has any- 
thing to do with it or not.” 

To this Acheson replied: “It’s 
what gets me through.” 


Reference to Truman Backing. 

His answer was an obvious | 
reference to the President’s con- | 
stant backing of State Depart- 
ment policies and the secretary | 
himself, who frequently has been | 
the target of Republican criti- 
cism. 

(Acheson told reporters on his 
arrival in London that his talks 
with British and French states- 
men would deal with “the great 
common tasks which our three 
countries are carrying forward in 
the world today.” He said sub- 
jects of discussion would range 
over Europe, the Far East and 
Korea. He added: “It is very im- 
portant and useful that we have 
these talks between the three-of 
us in which we can consider the 
complex problems around the 
table in Intimacy and quiet.” 

After conferences in London 
with British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden, French Foreign 
Minister Schuman and George 
Kennan. new United States am- 
bassador to Russia, Acheson will 
go to Berlin. | 

In Berlin, in an atmosphere as 
uneasy as any since the cold war 
began, Acheson will make a 
speech. The address is expected 
to be an important one, reassuring 
the occupants of the beleaguered 
Western zones that the Western 
nations will not be cowed into 
abandoning their part of Berlin 
by the increasing pressure from 
Russia and the East German satel- 
lite government. 


Will Fly to Vienna. 

From Berlin, Acheson will fly 
on to Vienna for two days—tra- 
versing the air corridor over the 
Soviet zone where Russian fight- 
ers last month “buzzed” the plane 
carrying Walter J. Donnelly, 
United States high commissioner 
to Austria. Me wtll return to 
Washington via South America, 
stopping off for good-will visits 
to Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. 

Kennan flew to London from 
Moscow Saturday. It will be Ken- 


nan’s first report in person to his 
chief since he took the post little 
more than a month ago, and one 
of the main topics is expected to 
be the sharp increase in the “hate 
America” propaganda put forth 
by Moscow in the last few weeks 
—a program which some officials 
here described today as unsur- 
passed even by the Russians’ anti- 
Nazi blasts of World War II. 

Acheson will interrupt his talks 
in London on Wednesday to re- 
ceive an honorary degree from 
Oxford University. 


The Big Three talks have no 
fixed schedule of subjects, but 
principally they will be con- 
cerned with the note the West 
must send to Moscow in reply 
to its latest proposal of four- 
power talks on German unifica- 
tion; the latest Russian moves in 
Germany, including creation of a 
“no-man’s land” along the East- 
West border and the tightening 
blockade on West Berlin; the out- 
look for ratification of the Ger- 
man peace and defense contracts 
by the French and Bonn govern- 
ments; conditions in Egypt and 
Iran and possibly Korea. 

The London conferees will be | 
joined, probably Thursday, by 
Earl Alexander, British defense 
minister.

North Korean Gen. Nam II ae- 
cused the Allies of disposing of 
war prisoners “unilaterally.” He 
said the Communists never have 
recognized U.N. reclassification of 
war prisoners. 

Maj. Gen. William K. Harrison 


said most of the prisoners to be 
released were swept into Allied 


internment camps early in the 
war and later were found to be 
South Korean civilians. 

He denied Red assertions that 
the Allies want to keep war pris- 
oners as “cannon fodder.” 

“The truth is,” Harrison said, 
“that we desire to return the 
maximum possible number to 
your side who evidence the slight- 
est willingness to return to your 
control.” 

The negotiators made no prog- 
ress toward solving the last key 
problem barring a Korean armi- 
stice — exchange of prisoners, 
They did agree to meet again to- 
morrow. 

Observers predicted the Com- 
munists will then protest against 
the U.N. Command announcement 
that 45,000 prisoners on Koje 
island are being screened to learn 
if they will resist repatriation. 

All of the 45,000 are among 
70,000 the Allies already have 
listed as wanting to return home, 
although they had not been 
screened individually. Another 
100,000 who said they would re- 
sist repatriation will not be re- 
screened.

He made the statements in a 


press conference in Dallas yester- 
day morning before taking off for 
Las Vegas, Nev., and giant Hoover 
dam. Eisenhower arrived here by 
plane. last night. 

He will make a 15-minute tele- 
cast at 10 o'clock tonight (St. 
Louis time—it will be carried by 
the Post-Dispatch station, KSD- 
TV), taking issue with his rival, 
Senator Robert A. Taft, on mat- 
ters of foreign policy. , 

Democrat Quoted on Offer. 

Eisenhower flatly denied at the 
Dallas press conference that the 
President ever had offered him 
the 1952 Democratic nomination. 
Last fall Arthur Krock of the 
New York Times quoted a north- 
ern Democrat as saying the gen- 
eral had been offered the nomi- 
nation by Truman while on a trip 
home from Europe. 

In his book, “Crusade in Eu- 
rope,” Eisenhower wrote that at 
Potsdam in 1945 the President 
told him he would support the 
general for anything he wanted. 
‘ Eisenhower declined to say 
whether the offer had been re- 
peated in the years since Pots- 
dam. 

He was asked would he accept 
if somehow the Democrats got 
deadiccked and confused and of- 
fered him the nomination this 
year. His answer was a curt “no.” 

Questioned on Third Party. 

Perhaps his most _ significant 
statement was in reply to a ques- 
tion as to whether he would lead 
a third party movement if the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion was denied him at the party 

‘convention which opens in Chi- 
cago July 7. Eisenhower said he 
would not go for a third party 
this year but he did not commit 
himself for the future. 
Eisenhower, in a speech at Dal- 
las Saturday night, charged Sen- 
‘ator Taft’s managers disfranchised 


. Eisenhower delegates in Texas. In 


plain language, he has accused 
the Taft crowd of “stealing” and of 
“‘rystling,” which is Texas talk 
for thievery. 

Cross-Examined by Press. 

At his final press conference in 
Dallas, Eisenhower was subjected 
to this cross-examination: 

QUESTION: I would like td 
clear up one point: Were you di- 
rectly or indirectly offered the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion by President Truman, I mean 
in 1952? 

ANSWER: I was not. 

Q. What was your specific pur- 
pose in coming to Texas at this 
time? 

A. One of them was I am con- 
vinced Texas is a good place to 
put myself on record as wanting 
justice and fair play in the party 
to which I belong. I felt it is a 
good place to put proof and faith 
on file and besides that I got to 
see a lot of old friends. 

Q. If a third party becomes nec- 
essary, would you approve of 
such? 

A. I'll say this: I assume you 
people don’t expect me to predict 
my actions for the number of 
years that I may be lucky enough 
to stay above ground. (Previously 
Eisenhower has estimated he has 
20 years left.) But in 1952 I will 
have no part of or consider join- 
ing a third party. 

Q. Has President Truman prom- 
ised you the Democratic nomina- 
tion at any time? 

A. I told you that story in a 
book. I have nothing to add to it. 
That is all that has ever been 
said from any partieular source. 

Krock Stands by Guns. 

Last night in a statement from 
Washington, Krock stood by his 
guns. He said: 

“I attributed to ‘a northern 
Democrat in an eminent public 
position’ the report that Mr. Tru- 
man in 1951 had approached Gen. 
Eisenhower with the statement 
that he again stood ready to 
help Eisenhower become Presi-

Discussion on U.N. 

Discussing the United Nations 
and the Point Four program, he 
Said: 

“The United Nations in my 
opinion has not been as effective 
as I should like but has been a 
great agency for the exchange of 
ideas. It has been useful in keep- 
ing people talking to us who 
otherwise might be fighting. I 
cannot tell you how much I would 
want to support and make 
stronger and win people to a 
greater belief in the United 
Nations in the practice of the 
principles it lays down....” 

“As far as the Point Four pro- 
gram is concerned, my connection 
with it has been only through peo- 
ple who have had specific areas 
in mind, who have come to me as 
to what we might do in Iran or 
other places where we have a 
fighting interest. My own posi- 
tion on it is this: I approach it 
with what is the enlightened self- 
interest of the United States. 

“If we aan help countries to de- 
velop raw materials that we need, 
their transportation systems, that 
will help them out quicker, in 
greater volume; if we can create 
markets for the complex economy 
needs for the continued health of 
this country—that I take it is the 
basic purpose of Point Four. 

U.S. ‘Hope’ of Humanity. 

“To that extent I am for it, but 
I must tell you this over and 
over. I say these people must 
know what these programs are 
and then study them and say 
whether it is good for America— 
because today I belive you can 
say this—what is really good for 
America on a long-term basis is 
good for the world, is good for 
humanity because the United 
States is the hope of humanity as 
we understand it.” ’ 
One quéstioner remarked that 
the Federal Government curtailed 
the present depletion allowance 
of tapping oil and gas resources 
in an effort to increase the flow 
of taxes to the Government, but 
Eisenhower said that he would 
have to go to oil men for advice 
about that. 

His backers say that as a re- 
sult of a five-hour stay in Nevada 
yesterday, the general picked up 
three and possibly more dele- 
gates to the Republican National 
Convention. 

Victory on Fence-Sitters. 

Until his flying visit to Las 
Vegas, the Nevada 12-man dele- 
gation had been reported strongly 
pre-Taft—ranging from 10 to 2 
to 7 to 2, with three on the fence. 
It was the fence-sitters that the 
Eisenhower backers claimed to 
have knocked over. 

Eisenhower was loudly cheered 
by several hundred persons who 
met him at the Las Vegas airport, 
and by several thousand who 
stood in 102-degree heat along 
the road to Hcover dam. He re- 
turned the cheers with huge grins 
and waves from an open converti- 
ble in which he rode with Nevada 
Gov. Charles H. Russell. 

Gov. Russell is a Republican 
but not a member of the Nevada 
delegation. 

At the dam, Eisenhower was 
greeted by Bureau of Reclama- 
tion officials who showed him the 
works. The general was im- 
pressed. 

“This is a wonderful accom- 
plishment,” he said. “It combines 
flood control, irrigation and pow- 
er in one project, and it was not 
taken.out of the taxpayers’ 
pockets but is self-paying.”

Agency Also Decontrols 
Many Cotton Dry 
Goods, Hides and 
Leather, Burlap Bags. 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP) 
—Price ceilings have been re- 
moved from package and bulk 
whisky and wine. Since they are 
selling far below ceilings, the 
Government does not expect this 
action to bring any price changes. 

The same forecast was made by 
the Office of Price Stabilization 
yesterday in lifting ceilings from 
many cotton dry goods, hides and 
leather, and burlap and cotton 


gs. 

Bulk whisky is now selling 30 
to 47 per cent under ceilings and 
OPS said an over-supply of stored 
liquor is expected to bring other 
price drops. Price Director Ellis 
‘Arnall said, however, that con- 
trols would be restored if prices 
climb within 20 per cent of the 
distillery ceilings. 

The liquor decontrol order does 
not apply to drinks sold over the 
bar or in restaurants, nor to 
beer and ale. Scotch, Canadian 
and other imported whiskies were 
decontrolled. 

The cotton goods decontrol ap- 
plies to manufacturers’ prices on 
sheets, pillow cases, towels, bed- 
spreads, napkins, tablecloths, dia- 
pers, blankets, thread, twine and 
cordage. 

The leather order covers whole- 
sale prices, including those on 
domestic hides and skins. 

Price ceilings were lifed from 
bags and tubing made of burlap 
and cotton, burlap strips and open 
mesh bags made of paper. 


Liquor Dealers Here Expect No 
Change in Prices, 

Liquor prices in St. Louis will 
be unaffected by price decontrol, 
+ gamma and retailers said to- 

ay. 

Consumers have been paying 
well under ceiling prices for some 
time, liquor dealers said, adding 
that, even so, a slump in business 
had been noted during recent 
months. The slump was most evi- 
dent in a slow-down of sales of 
higher-priced whiskies. 

“People are buying smaller 
sizes, too,” a wholesaler said. 
“They're buying pints where they 
were buying fifths.” The sales 
decrease was attributed to a gen- 
eral economic ‘“tightening-up” 
and to an additional tax of $1.50 
per 100 proof gallon which went 
into effect last November, plus 
a seasonal slump. 

Inventories were being kept low 
both at warehouse and retail 
levels, liquor men said, and this 
meant a backlog at distilleries,

‘Captain Kidd’s Loot Reported 


Found in Ryukyu Island Cave 


Japanese Newspaper’s Story of Discovery by 
Treasure Hunters Taken Lightly—Doubt- 
ful if Pirate Ever Visited Area. 


TOKYO, June 23 (AP)—The 
newspaper Mainichj reported yes- 


terday that the legendary loot of’ 


Captain Kidd had been found in 
a coral cave near Amami O Shi- 
ma, in the Ryukyus 200 miles 
south of Japan. 

The newspaper, apparently re- 
garding its story as well-founded, 
said a Japanese who reported 
finding the treasure had estimat- 
ed its value at 10 billion yen 
($28,000,000). 

There was no _ confirmation 
from any other source, and the 
account was generally taken with 
tongue-in-cheek. Mainichi’s story 
quoted the finder as saying one of 
several iron chests contained sil- 
ver ingots and ancient Chinese 
coins. 

The paper said there was a 
Japanese legend that Kidd buried 
much of his loot near Amami O 
Shima. 

Actually, Capt. William Kidd, 
who was hanged in England in 
1701, operated in the Indian 
ocean," and it is questionable 
whether he ever visited the Ryu- 
kyus. Gardiners island, off New 
York’s Long Island, is the spot 
where he is generally reputed to 


have hidden his loot. 

The Tokyo paper, however, said 
the treasure island was a barren 
coral reef called Yokoate Jima. 
It quoted Mashairo Yoshijima as 
saying he organized a series of 
expeditions and that an eight-man 
party headed by his brother found 
the treasure May 25. 

Here is Yoshijima’s story as re- 
lated by the paper: 

“The eight-man party in two 
canoes on May 25 discovered a 
small cave on the eastern inlet of 
the reef. The cave was surpris- 
ingly derp. Exploring it, the 
party reached a very large flat 
space, nearly an acre wide. Lan- 
terns showed countless strong iron 
trunks piled up everywhere 
around, Everyone held their 
breath. Some men gasped. 

“My brother picked up a rock 
and broke a rusted padlock on 
one strongbox. It opened and 
showed silver ingots and ancient 
Chinese coins inside. 

“I believe gold bars and jewels 
are in some other boxes. Even 
at the lowest estimate, the treas- 
ure must be worth 10 billion 
yen.”

“I am convinced that we can 
meet all our obligations on a pay- 
_ as-you-go basis and still reduce, 

not increase, the national debt; 
and reduce, not increase, the tax 
_ our people must pay,” he 
said. 


EDUCATION LEVEL 
_IN U.S. REACHES NEW 
HIGH, CENSUS SHOWS 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP) 
—Americans as a whole have 
more education than ever before 
in the nation’s history, the Cen- 
sus Bureau said yesterday. 

The bureau reported on the 
rising level of educational attain- 
ment with data compiled in tak- 
ing the 1950 census. 

Among the 87,675,000 - Ameri- 
eans aged 25 or more, it said, 
seven out of 10 had finished ele- 
mentary school, one out of three 
had finished high school, and one 
out of 16 was a college gradu- 
ate. 

The younger people generally 
had more schooling than their 
elders: for example, 18 per cent 
of those in the 25-20 age group 
had completed at least a year in 
college, although for many of 
them the war had meant an in- 
terruption in schooling. 

The lesser educational oppor- 
tunities in the old days showed 
up in this: 

The average person of 65 or 
more, who probably received most 
of his schooling about two gen- 
erations ago, was an elementary 
school graduate. In the 40 to 
44-year group, which was going 
to school about one generation 
ago, the average person had com- 
pleted two years of high school. 

. In the 25-29 group, the average 
person was a high school gradu- 
ate. 


Australian Flood Damage. 


SYDNEY, Australia, June 23 
(AP)—Australian government of- 
ficials today estimated damage 
from severe floods in the south- 
east at $22,400,000. It is estimated 
that the floods have cut wheat 
harvests - about 25 per cent, 
drowned thousands of head of 
cattle and ruined hundreds of 
homes.

RENO, June 25 (AP)—Senator 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia, a 
candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, accuses 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower of 
contradicting himself on whether 
Russia should be feared.

companies made a new wage offer to 
the Union in an effort to get a prompt 
settlement of the steel strike.

KOREA PRESIDENT 


Opponents Boycott Ses- 
sion — Term Extended 


Till Aug. 15; He Could 
Stay On Longer. 


PUSAN, Korea, June 23 (AP)— 
upporters of President Syngman 
hee in the Korean National As- 
sembly voted today to retain him 
fn office until a new president is 


elected. 
Anti-Rhee forces boycotted the 
Assembly session. The vote was 


60 to 0, with 37 Assemblymen 


present not voting. 

The Assembly, operating under 
the shadow of martial law pro- 
claimed by Rhee, was scheduled 
to have elected a new President 
today, a month before the expira- 
tion of Rhee’s term. 

Instead it set Aug. 15 as the 
formal date for ending Rhee’s 
term. But if no successor is 
Mamed, the 77-year-old President 
could stay in office indefinitely. 


Under provisions of the consti- | 
tution, Rhee would have gone out | 


of office July 24. The Assembly 
changed the date to Aug. 15 be- 
cause he did not assume full pow- 
ers until Aug. 15, 1948, when the 
republic accepted sovereignty 
from the American military gov- 
ernment, 

Outside the Assembly hall, 
500 representatives of town, coun- 
ty and provincial councils met 
and demanded that two Rhee- 
proposed amendments be adopted. 
These call for election of the 
President by popular vote in- 
stead of by the Assembly and 
creation of a two-house Congress 
instead of the present one-house 
Assembly. 

Middle of the road legislators 
have proposed a compromise. It 
includes these two amendments 
and also one to give the Assembly 
power to overthrow the cabinet. 
Further, it would give the Prime 
Minister instead of the President 
the power to name a cabinet. 

Supporters of the compromise 
claim 136 votes—14 more than 
the two thirds needed. The As- 
sembly was scheduled to meet 
later today to debate the amend- 
ments,

TUNISIANS REJECT 


FRENCH OFFER OF 
MORE HOME RULE 


Nationalists Demand In- 
ternational Parley to 
Settle Dispute ‘Under 
U.N. Charter.’ 


TUNIS, June 23 (AP)—Tunis- 
jan nationalists rejected today | 


French offers of reforms in the 
protectorate’s administration and 
called instead for an international 
conference to settle this North 
African dispute, — 

A nationalist resolution, adopt- 
ed at a meeting this corning, 
called for settling Tunisian issues 
“under terms of the charter of 
the United Nations.” 


Tunisians are demanding a 
greater voice in their own inter- 
nal affairs. The French govern- 


ment’s program of reforms sur- 
vived a stormy debate during the 
weekend in the French National 
Assembly, which threatened to 
unseat Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman as a result of his efforts 
to grant more home rule to Tu- 
nisians. 


Right-wing factions charged the 
reforms Schuman proposed went 
too far; the Communist bloc and 
Socialists opposed them as being 
too restricted. Because of this 
split in the opposition, the As- 
sembly failed to pass a resolution 
censuring the reform program, 
ros Schuman free to go ahead 
with it. 


Schuman’s reforms, rejected to- 
day by the powerful nationalist 
movement in Tunisia, would give 
more cabinet posts to Tunisians, 
give Tunisians priority in civil 
service jobs, establish a _ two- 
house Parliament—one of them 
all-Tunisian, the other half- 
Tunisian, half French—and would 
provide for election of municipal 
councils. : 


The nationalist movement has 
insisted on full independenece for 
this protectorate of some 3,300,- 
000 Moslems, which has been 
under Frehch administration since 
1881. Nationalists have backed up 
their independence demands with 
violence in the past several 
months, and police reports today 
indicated this violence may be 
intensifying.

ASHEVILLE, N.C., June 23 
(AP)—Lt. Gen. Robert L. Eichel- 
berger, retired, top aide to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur in the occu- 
pation of Japan, has voiced his 
support for Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower for the Republican pres- 
idential nomination. 

Interviewed by the Asheville 
Citizen at his héme here yester- 
day, Eichelberger also criticized 
aspects of the role played in poli- 
tics by his old chief, MacArthur. 

Eichelberger, 66 years old and 
retired since December 1948, said 
he had reached his decision to 
support Eisenhower after “travel- 
ing extensively for eight months 
and talking to thousands of peo- 
ple.” Eichelberger added: 

“When one talks personally to 
farmers, to electricians, and to 
technicians—the men who consti- 
tute the great backbone of this 
country—one finds an unusual 
sentiment for Eisenhower and for 
no other Republican.” ; 

There was no immediate om- 
ment from MacArthur in New 
York City on Ejichelberger’s in- 


terview, 
MacArthur, who will deliver 
the keynote speech at the Re- 


publican national conveation next | 


month, is supporting Senator 
Robert A. Taft for the nomina- 
tion. 
MacArthur’s Ambitions. 

Eichelberger, who commanded 
the Eighth Army in the Pacific 
during part of the war and after, 
discussed MacArthur’s presiden- 
tial aspirations years back. 

MacArthur, he asserted, had not 
always considered it a “tragic 


development” to elect a military jf 


man as President. 

In 1947, Eichelberger said, Mac- 
Arthur told him he hoped Eisen- 
hower would remove himself as 
a presidential possibility and de- 
clare for MacArthur in 1948. Mac- 
Arthur was quoted as saying he 
then would step aside for Eisen- 
hower in 1952.

the Columbia Broadcasting System. Its study, initiated by Stuart 
Symington when he was administrator of the National Security 
Resources Board, was presented today to Truman. 


One of the commission’s recom- 
mendations is an annual survey 
of United States resources, 4 
proposition long advocated by 
Bernard M. Baruch. Another is 
that the United States must work 
out arrangements with other 
countries of the free world to 
pool their and our national re- 
sources to mutual advantage. 

The commission's assignment 
was to recommend measures for 
solving the long-range problem 
and it chose. the third quarter of 
the century as the period to be 
studied. It did not, however, 
wholly ignore the immediate 
problem of Communist aggres- 
sion. 

The commission noted that the 
United States, with less than 10 

er cent of the free world popu- 
ation and only 8 per cent of its 
area, in 1950 consumed more than 
h-'f of that year’s production of 
sch critical materials as petro- 
Jeum, rubber, iron ore and zinc. 
Conclusion on Security. 

These, and similar data, led the 
commission to the conclusion that 
although ifs primary task was 
to devise a policy on materials to 
assure the security of the United 
“States, there is no such thing as 
a purely domestic policy to ex- 
pand, develop and conserve re- 
sources required to maintain that 
security—there are only domestic 
aspects of a policy which must be 
put into.effect in the whole free 
world. 

For example, the commission 
reported that of 74 categories of 
strategic and critical materials 
listed by the Munitions Board, 
the United States. imports all of 


* its supplies in more than 40, and 
‘part of. its supplies in practically 


all the others. 

As one of its fundamental con- 
cepts, the commission had this to 
Bay: 

“We believe that the destinies 
f the United States and the rest 
f the free non-Communist world 

hre inextricably bound together. 

“This belief will color every- 
thing we have to say about the 
materials problem. It implies, for 
example, that if the United States 
{s to increase its imports of ma- 
terials it must return in other 

forms strength for strength to 
match what it receives.” 

Truman sent Paley a letter 
praising the report as “a land- 
mark in its field.” He commended 
close study of it by Congress, fed- 
eral officials, state and local offi- 
cials, and representatives of agri- 
culture, labor and industry. 

“I do not believe there has ever 
been attempted before such a 
broad and far-sighted appraisal of 
the material needs and resources 
of the United States in relation 
to the needs and resources of the 
whole free world,” Truman wrote. 

In drawing together data on 
the rapidity with which the free 
world is using up, one might al- 
most say squandering, raw ma- 
terials, the commission produced 
some startling figures. 


Facts on Use of Materials. 

For instance: “The quantity of 
most metals and mineral fuels 
used in the United States since 
the first World War exceeds the 
total used throughout the entire 
world in all history preceding 
1914.” That fixed the basic prob- 
lem to be met as soaring demand. 
The problem’s solution is not 
helped by such circumstances as 
the commission notes in this one 
instance: “We blow some 125,000 
tons of lead a year into the at- 
mosphere, lost forever, from the 
exhaust pipes of automobiles 
burning anti-knock gas because 
we like quick pickup on the road.” 

Lead is one of the critically 
short minerals. Going back to 
the turn of the century the com- 
mission finds that then the United 
States used 98 per cent of all it 
produced domestically but in 1950 
domestic sources were able to 
supply but 43 per cent of domes- 
tic use of lead. 

“Self-sufficiency, when closely 
. viewed, “the commission said in 
‘one of its bluntest statements, 
“amounts to a self-imposed block- 
ade, and nothing more.” 

War Is Greatest Uncertainty. 

The commission . frankly ac- 
knowledged that the greatest 
uncertainty confronting it in at- 
tempting a materials policy for 
the next quarter ofa century was 
“the unanswerable question™ — 
will there be a, war? It said it 
didn’t know; could not assume 
that there would be one, and 
could not assume, either, that 
there would be any sudden end 
to the cold war. 

But then the report added: 

“These uncertainties may have 
less effect on the materials prob- 
esol might at first be sup- 


much swifter and. more drastic 
ways. 

“Today’s rearmament emer- 
gency may thus serve as a set of 
binoculars which brings apparent- 
ly closer to us circumstances 
which would in any event confront 
us were we to take no action to 
avert them. In this sense it can 
be of the greatest usefulness to 
us in emphasizing the problem we 
shall face, and the actions we 
must pursue, war or no war.” 

Major Recommendations. 

Among the more important rec- 
ommendations the commission 
made were the following: 

To stimulate foreign trade and 
development, the United States 
should: repeal the “Buy Amer- 
ican Act” of 1933 (a relic of de- 
pression years); cut /lariffs ‘we 
have a tariff rate of more than 
40 per cent on all important tung- 
sten and import almost 80 per 
cent of what we use); negotiate, 
procure agreements, with coun- 
tries which have the things we 
need; change our own tax laws 
to encourage investment in devel- 
oping foreign sources of mate- 
rials; and expand to perhaps as 
much as $4,000,000 a year our pro- 
gram for technical assistance to 
help other countries explore their 
mineral resources. 

To increase our sources of en- 
ergy, such as coal, hydro-electric 
power, etc., the United States 
should step up its programs for 
recovering petroleum from shale 
and conserving natural gas, co- 
operate with private industry, la- 
bor and research organizations to 
find means of putting our vast 
coal deposits to greater use at 
lower costs; encourage immediate 
éxploration for oil on publicly 
owned off-shore lands with leases 
containing provisions that would 
space wells and limit withdrawals 
—the closest thing the commis- 
sion thought possible to an oil 
stockpile. 

Review of Stockpiling Aims. 
To increase our store of the 


things that can be stockpiled, the 
Defense Department, Budget Bu- 


reau and National Security Re- 
sources Board should review an- 
nually steckpile objectives; stock- 
piling should be a permanent na- 
tional policy, and no withdrawals, 
other than those necessary, should 
be permitted except in a declared 
emergency. . ‘ 

The magnitude of the problems 
faced by the commission is indi- 
cated by the excerpts from its 
report listed above. The commis- 
sion itself described them as 
“staggering.” 

In the face of declining materi- 
als resources the commission esti- 
mated that by 1975 United States 
population will rise to 193,000,000 
as against 150,000,000 in 1950 and 
the working force will rise to 
82,000,000, as against 62,000,000 
in 1950. It calculated the gross 
nation product—the total of goods. 
and services—would reach 566 
billion dollars by 1975 compared 
with the 1950 figure of 283 bil- 
lions. These estimates were in 
terms of 1950 dollar purchasing 
power. 

Rise in Productivity Likely. 

It assumed that the work week 
would be shorter but that produc- 
tivity, usually measured by output 
per man hour worked—would, 
despite all this, rise above the 3 
per cent a year compounded an- 
nually, which has been the aver- 
age for the last century, booms 
and depressions included. 

“But even these conservative 
assumptions,” the commission ob- 
served, “bring the United States 
up against some very hard prob- 
lems of maintaining materials 
supply, for natural resources, 
whatever else they may be -do- 
ing, are not expanding at com- 
pound rates.” 

Those who served with Paley 
on the commission were George 
R. Brown, Texas engineer and in- 
dustrialist; Arthur H. Bunker of 
New York, also an industrialist 
with many interests; Eric Hod- 
gins, member of the board of 
editors of Fortune magazine, and 
Edward S. Mason, Harvard Uni- 
versity economist.

Industry Water 
Called Growing 
US. Problem 


May Become Top 
Factor: in Locat- 
ing Plants, Policy 
Group Says.

HE problem of _ industrial 
T water should be given greater 

consideration in the over-all 
ylanning and management of 
water resources, the President’s 
Materials Policy Commission said 
today. 

In less than 25 years, access to 
good water may be the most 
important, factor in deciding 
where to locate industries, the 
commission said in a section of ifs 
voluminous report calling atten- 
tion to the nation’s “serious in- 
dustrial water problem.” . 

Some figures are presefited 
that tend to put this matter in 
perspective. For example, it is 
calculated that it takes 65,000 
gallons of water to make one ton 
of steel. 

230,000,000 Gallons a Day. 

Figures from another source 
show that the new Fairless works 
of the United States Steel Corp. 
in Pennsylvania will take 230,- 
000,000 gallons of water a day 
from the Delaware river. The 
works also will draw on under- 
ground sources and will return 
to the Delaware 242,00000 gal- 
lons a day purified of industrial 
wastes, a net gain for the river. 

Exclusive of the stream flow 
used to generate hydro-electric 
power, industries in the United 
States in 1950 used about 120 
billion tons of water, almost 50 
times the weight of all other in- 
dustrial materials. This took a 
flow of 80 billion gallons a day, 
eight times as much as was used 
in 1900. By 1975 industry may 
require 200 billion gallons a day, 
it was estimated. 

The Federal Government here- 
tofore has interested itself in nav- 
igation, flood control, irrigation, 
hydro-electric power, soil conser- 
vation and pollution abatement 
but has neglected industrial water, 
the report said. 

1950 Studies Supplemented. 

The commission’s studies on 
water were designed to supple- 
ment those conducted in 1950 by 
the President’s Water Resources 
Policy Commission, headed by 
Morris L. Cooke, management en- 
gineer. The materials commis- 
sion, headed by William S. Paley, 
board chairman of the Columbia 


Broadcasting System, accepted the 
main line of the Cooke Commit- 
tee’s findings with respect to 
water resources. 


The Cooke commission did not 
formally recommend any specific 
type of development for the na- 
tion’s water resources, for exam- 
ple, developments modeled on the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, nor 
did the Paley commission, but the 
latter expressed the opinion in- 
dustrial water resources must be 
developed by integrated action in 
each major drainage basin under 
a general policy. 

Most industrial water is used 
for cooling. Some is used for 
washing, grading and waste dis- 
posal. A small but fast-growing 
requirement is for pure water for 
use by chemical and synthetic 
industries.

Word to this effect had been 
passed out among close presiden- 
tial advisers even before the re- 
cent defense depaftment tip-off 
that Gen. MacArthur did not have 
to retire from active service to 
be keynote speaker at the G.O.P. 
convention. 

When you know the background 
of what went on inside the Army 
before this decision was an- 


nounced, there is no question but 
that it was an adroit move to 
play the two top military men of 
the nation off against each other— 
to the advantage of Taft. 

Secretary of the Army Pace 
actually had ordered the Judge 
Advocate General to make a legal 
study of MacArthur's military 
status, and the latter came up 
with a clear-cut ruling that Mac: 
Arthur, whether a five-star gen- 
eral or not, was in violation of 
Army Order 600-10 which bars 
not only political activity, but 
specifically bars “activities at po- 
litical conventions.”

LOSS OF $19,600—The J.A.G. 
also ruled that MacArthur was 
violating the Hatch act; also dug 
up an interesting rider tucked 
into the Appropriations Bill by 
Congressman James E. ° Van 
Zandt of Pennsylvania, which ex- 
plains. why MacArthur is sticking 
to active duty. Under the rider, 
MacArthur cannot retire and con- 
tinue to draw his $19,600-a-year 


pay. 

So, naturally, he wants to re- 
main on active duty. 

At present, MacArthur is as- 
signed to unspecified active duty 
at Governors Island, New York, 
though he never goes there and 
continues his headquarters at the 
Waldorf Tower. It would be sim- 
ple, of course, for MacArthur to 
request retirement, thereby per- 
mitting him to make all the 
speeches he wants.

KEFAUVER ON IKE — Unlike 
President Truman, Estes Kefau- 
ver has expressed the private 
opinion that Eisenhower, rather 
than Taft, would be the easiest 
man for him and the Democrats 
to beat. Here are his reasons 
why: | 

1, If Ike were the nominee, 
foreign policy would not be an 
issue. Eisenhower and the Dem- 
ocrats think almost exactly alike. 

2. With the campaign centered 
on domestic issues, Kefauver 
would be at an advantage, has 20 
years of experience coping with 
the complicated questions of labor 
legislation, farm ceilings, social

N 1948, when Jake Arvey and 

others were openly planning to 

make Gen. Eisenhower the 
Democratic nominee for presi- 
dent, it occurred to some of the 
more thoughtful New Dealers 
that it would be nice to have 
some idea of the General’s views 
on public affairs.

Rest on Three Risky Assumptions 


Based on Stevenson Not Running, a Vic- 
tory of North Over South on Civil 
Rights, and Active Support by Truman.

cratic nomination? It is time to ask this question, since Harri- 
man’s remarkable’ victory over Senator Estes Kefauver in the 


Democratic primary here in Washington, 


For all his great ability, it has 
been hard to take Harriman, a 
shy and very wealthy man who 
has never run for political office 
before, really seriously as a presi- 


dential candidate. But a man 
who can beat the formidable 
Kefauver by four to one, even 
in @ relatively obscure primary 
contest, cannot be laughed off. 
Harriman has been displaying an 
impressive combination of cour- 
age and shrewdness in his new 
political role. And _ especially 
since the primary here, a good 
many hard-headed political pro- 
fessionals are beginning to think 
that he just might make it. 


The Harriman strategy is clear- 
ly a sort of bold three-horse par- 
lay. The first assumption is that 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
will be out of the running by 
convention tinie. Harriman him- 
self asserts that he is in the race 
to the end, Stevenson or no Ste- 
venson. But his warmest sup- 
porters privately agree that Harri- 
man Will stand very little chance 
indeed, if Stevenson lets it be 
known that he will run. 


Intimates who have recently 
talked with Stevenson at length 
have come away convinced that 
the odds are slightly in favor of 
his becoming a candidate, espe- 
cially if Senator Robert A. Taft 
is nominated by the Repliblicans. 
Yet Stevenson does have strong 
personal and other reasons for 
not wanting the nomination. And 
Stevenson has promised his old 
friend Harriman that, if he does 
take himself out of the race, he 
will do whatever he can to help 
Harriman. With Stevenson out 
of the running, Harriman back- 
ers say, Harriman will go to the 
convention with a first ballot 
strength of more than 300 votes. 

The second assumption on 
which the Harriman strategy is 
obviously based is that there will 
be a crucial struggle at the con- 
vention between the northern and 
southern wings of the Democratic 
party on the civil rights issue. 
Harriman himself is passionately 
sincere in his advocacy of all-out 
civil rights legislation. But as 
Harriman’s own victory in the 
Washington primary § strikingly 
showed, the civil rights issue is 
also a matter of enormous prac- 
tical political importance, It is a 
burning issue among the minori- 


to nominate Gen. Eisenhower 
against Senator Taft is a party 
struggle of great import for the 
future. Many Republicans sin- 


ties in the big cities, and the Deme- 
ocratic leaders in the northern 
industrial areas must have this 
minority vote in order to win. 

A northern bloc, led by Sena- 
tors Hubert Humphrey of Min- 
nesota and Herbert Lehman of 
New York has already been or- 
ganized, to write the strongest 
possible civil rights plank into the 
Democratic platform, come what 
may. This bloc probably has the 
votes to triumph over other lead- 
ers who favor compromise with 
the South. 

Such a triumph, it is reasoned, 
will be a victory for Harriman, 
and a bad setback for the front- 
running Kefauver, whose stand on 
civil rights -has been equivocal. 
For example, Senator Humphrey 
(who will control a crucial 40 or 
so uncommitted votes from his 
area), could not comfortably lead 
a bitter fight on civil rights and 
then support the lukewarm Ke- 
fauver after winning his fight. 
Other northern leaders, with the 
crucial minority vote in mind, will 
come over to Harriman. 


The third part_of the Harriman 
three-horse parlay assumes the 
support of President Truman when 
the chips are down, As Truman 
is reported to have remarked to 
one White House visitor, in obvi- 
ous reference to Kefauver, “A lot 
of people forget that a President 
of the United States, even when 
he’s not a candidate himself, has 
a lot to say about who gets nom- 
inated.” In the Harriman camp, 
Truman is credited with control- 
ling upwards of 200 yotes at the 
convention, and influencing many 
more. If Stevenson is out of the 
running, it is reasoned, these 
votes should go to Harriman, the 
only candidate who has gone down 
the line for the whole Truman 
program. 


Obviously all three assump- 
tions on which the Harriman 
strategy is based are risky in the 
extreme. There will be plenty 
of Democratic leaders, north and 
south, who will want at all costs 
to avoid a party split on the civil 
rights issue. Harriman’s all-out 
stand on the whole Fair Deal 
program, including civil rights, in- 
volves the danger of his becoming 
an essentially sectional candidate. 

Truman, while admiring Harri- 
man’s effort, is reported to be by 
no means convinced that Harri- 


man can so quickly transf 
himself into a winning candidate.

Wrong Approach? ‘ 
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50 Years to Donald Dunn 


It took a half century to lead up to one of the 
most streamlined log-rollings ever, which oc- 
curred the other day in the State of Washington. 
An ex-serviceman from Kansas named Donald 
Dunn, whose fine farm and equipment were 
ruined by last summer’s floods, was set up anew 
on an 80-acre farm carved out of desert in a 
single day. Huge earth-moving machines leveled 
the ground and dug irrigation ditches, Scores of 
workmen built a four-room house. All of it was 
turned over free. to Dunn in celebration of the 
first flow of irrigation water from the reservoir 
behind Grand Coulee Dam, on the Columbia 
river, and in celebration of something momen- 
tous that happened 50 years ago far off in 
Washington, D.C, 

That. momentous event was the signing by 
President Theodore Roosevelt of the Reclama- 
tion Act, sometimes called the Magna Carta of 
the American West, on June 17, 1902. The act 
fulfilled the promise of both major political par- 
ties, made in their platforms two years earlier, 
that the United States Government should as- 
sume, for the first time, the responsibility for 
reclaiming arid lands by irrigation as a matter 
of national policy. 

As water came from the Columbia river to 
Donald Dunn’s new farm it also came to 66,000 
other acres. It is to extend to 500,000 acres with- 
in the next seven years, eventually to 1,000,000 
acres in central Washington. Where hitherto 
there has been only parched sagebrysh, farmers 
will raise beans and potatoes, alfalfa and grapes 
and mint, and herds of cattle for milk and beef. 
Sugar beets will be grown @aiso, and one of the 
big beet-sugar companies is planning to put up 
a $7,000,000 plant in the reclaimed desert. 


It was only a few weeks before the ceremonies 
in the State of Washington that Colorado river 
water started flowing through a new canal in 
Arizona. to irrigate 75,000 acres of that state’s 
dust bowl. Meanwhile, in the Central Valley of 
California the San Joaquin and Sacramento riv- 
ers are being harnessed to irrigate new land 
and once-irrigated land now lacking in water. In 
the Missouri Valley, to which St. Louis is the 
historic gateway, irrigation projects are in prog- 
ress as part of a grand design intended ulti- 
mately to embrace 5,000,000 acres. | 

Fifty years after the United States Govern- 
ment decided that vast fertile reaches of the 
country should not be allowed to remain unpro- 
ductive for lack of water, the deserts are still 
on the march, but the life-bringing water is on 
the counter-march. And not only in the United 
tates—wherever populations aspire to better 
diets, to better living—irrigation canals and 
ditches and electric power pumps~are bringing 
moisture to soils that need nothing else to pro- 
duce a rich harvest. 


India is embarked on a Five Year Plan one 
aspect of which will increase its irrigated acre- 
age by 8,800,000 acres in the nearer future and 
eventually by 16,500,000. Israel is developing 
the Jordan and Yarkon rivers and springs in 
East, Galilee and the coastal plain to irrigate 
between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 acres. Puerto 
Rico is reclaiming the 250-square-mile® Lajas 
Valley on the Yauco river. Iraq is rebuilding 
the irrigation system on the Tigris and Euphra- 
tes river which made it one of the richest coun- 
tries on earth in ancient times and whose de- 
struction in the Mongol invasion reduced it to 
poverty from which it has never. recovered. 


‘Pakistan is developing the Anambar and Na- 


rechi rivers to irrigate 10,000 acres of Baluchis- 
tan, one of its most backward provinces. 


These are only a few examples to indicate 
how the irrigation canal circles the globe. For 
one third of the land’ on this planet is arid or 
semi-arid. In making the desert bloom and fruit, 
the United States and Donald Dunn, sitting over 
there in the shadow of the Grand Coulee, are 
doing something that touches the interests of 
people everywhere who aspire,to a more abund- 
ant life through a more abundant land, 
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Senator Hennings Gains a Point 

Senator Hennings, it seems to us, has accom- 
plished his main purpose in connection with' 
the suppressed Federal Trade Commission re- 
port/on an international oil cartel in which two 
American companies—Standard Oil of California 
and the Texas Co.—are said to be participants. 
This was to establish the fundamental rule that 
information of. public importance may not be 
held itterly secret on the decision of an admin- 
istrative agency or official. 

Senator Hennings had to carry his fight all 
the way to President.Truman; and even in the 
White House he did not win a complete victory. 
The President did not order the report published 
for one and all to read. Instead, he declared 
that it could be made available jo interestéd 
congressional committees or to grand jurors. 

Diplomacy not infrequently raises delicate 
questions as to how our relations with other 
nations may be affected by the disclosure of 
information affecting them as well as American 
interests. Obviously, some judgment must be 
used in such situations, but they should not be 
allowed to become screens for violations of 
American law or for policies not in accord with 
basic American principles. 

Cartels have been commonly regarded by the 
’ American people as barriers to free trade and 
even as causes of war. So Senator Hennings is 
right in urging that both Congress and a grand 
jury have a look at the oil agreement in ques- 
tion. Under the circumstances, this is the only 
way of providing the necessary assurance that it 
is not as harmful as has been suggested or that 
steps are being taken to stop a secret course of 
action not in accord with the best interests of 
United States.

Brandeis University, at Waltham, Mass., has 
graduated its first class of 101 seniors. Begun 
four years ago as an experiment in non-sectarian, 
non-quota education, under Jewish sponsorship, 
the university has evoked support of “foster 
alumni” afl over the United States, including 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, the commencement 
speaker. Its friends are many in St. Louis, from 
which the new university’s president, Dr. Abram 
L. Sachar, went into academic work. 

The late Supreme Court Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis, in his modesty, doubtless would have 
opposed the use of his name for this purpose.

Now that it has graduated its first class, this 
new university can be expected to move forward 
even more rapidly in the vital work of educat- 
ing young America. 
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Mr. Dulles or? Containment 


John Foster Dulles, who is charged with the 
onerous task of fashioning a foreign policy plank 
for the Republican platform that will please 
everybody from Taft and MacArthur to Eeisen- 
hower, had some wise words to say on the sub- 
ject in a speech to the National Editorial Asso- 
ciation. | 

He criticized American policy as too often 
defensive and negative—‘trying to plug a hole 
here, to stop a gap there, always awaiting bad 
news before we acted.” He analyzed the Soviet 
threat as primarily political rather than military, 
a long-term threat which he said cannot be met 
with “a burst of effort to meet some early dead- 
line.” And he called upon the nation to recap- 
ture some of the dynamism which once attached 
to eur philosophy of freedom. 

A great many Americans who support the 
containment policy as an emergency program to 
meet emergency situations will agree with Mr. 
Dulles that something else is needed for the 
long pull. The difficulty arises when you come 
to the question of just how a stronger and a 
more positive policy is to be applied. 

Mr. Dulles resorted to an unfortunate example 
when he cited Woodrow Wilson’s crusade against 
the German despotism of 1918. The German 
despotism was a military expansion which could 
be met only by war, and the policy which Amer- 
icans now seek is one that will meet a political 
and idealogical threat without war. 

Perhaps the answer lies farther back in our 
history. American freedom helped to roll back 
a tide of despotism in the nineteenth century 
not by geographical “containment” but by dem- 
onstrating that freedom could produce a better 
life for the average man. The twentieth cen- 
tury task is to expand that demonstration be- 
yond our own shores, to show that freedom 
can produce the better life everywhere. 

How Mr. Dulles can apply this principle to 
satisfy both the Taft-MacArthur and the Eisen- 
hower concepts of a dynamic democracy remains 
to be seen. °

self and died. My father died in 
Israel and now my mother is 
here with me.”

In 1947 she joined her husband’s 
firm, Fritz Fischer, Inc., and soon 
was helping with the design of 
such machines as the giant presses 
used in plywood and plastics in- 
dustries. 

“Last year,” Mrs. Fischer said 
proudly, “our company turned out 
designs for about $10,000,000 
worth of heavy machinery.”

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 
Notes on Roofs. 

HERE are, by actual count, 
T 368 reasons why a roof will 

leak but often the only cause 
is the wrong sort of roofing ma- 
terial. Shingles for example, and 
we mean just about any kind of 
roof shingle, make a good cov- 
ering just so long as the ~oof ‘has 
sufficient. pitch. 

If the roof is on the flat side 
such as some of the ones you see 
on modern homes, over sheds or 
carports, then shingles are not 
satisfactory. No matter how well 
they are installed, rain is almost 
sure to get blown up under them 
if the wind is strong enough and 
in the right direction. 

When you have a roof that 
rises less than four inches for 
every horizontal foot, stay away 
from shingles. A very satisfactory 
kind of roofing material for a 
job like this is the built up cover- 
ing. This consists of several lay- 
ers of tar or asphalt paper ce- 
mented together with tar or 
asphalt. 

To provide a good wearing sur- 
face, the top layer is covered with 
gravel. This makes a satisfactory 
and attractive roof if the surface 
is coated with nice looking gravel 
or marble chips. White marble 
chips are popular because they 
reflect the heat in the summer 
away from the house. 

Another good material for flat 
roofs is metal. Aluminum, gal- 
vanized iron and tin-plated stee1 
are all satisfactory if properly in- 
stalled with leak-proof joints. 


Speedy way to dry a sweater 
is to place it between two towels 
and press with a rolling pin.

This is the first of a series on 
the new Culbertson Point-Count 
Method. ® i 


OR well over 20 years the Cul- 

bertson System has advocated 

the count of honor-tricks and 
winners in the valuation of bridge 
hands. There is no chance that 
this mehod will be abandoned by 
the Culbertson System. How- 
ever, many players find it easier 
to value.a hand in terms of 60 
many points for each honor card 
and distributional asset, and 
these players will, I am sure, wel- 
come the new Culbertson point- 
count method. The official book 
on this many-faceted subject will 
be published in late July; jump- 
ing the gun, I shall present in 
this daily column the full outline 
of the method. But first, to lay 
the foundation, we must delve 
a little into the history of bridge. 


The point count is older than 
auction or contract bridge. It 
was used first in whist by Dr. 
William Pole to determine, statis- 
tically, the relative -trick-taking 
value of high cards. In auction 
and contract bridge the point 
count was known as a no-trump 
count, since it was used only 
for valuation at no-trump bids 
where it possesses a high degree 
of accuracy. 


In the Culbertson System the 
4-3-2-1 no-trump count has been 
recommended since’1930 as an 
optional method to honor-trick 
valuation. I wrote in the 1930 
edition of my Contract Bridge 
Blue Book: “A comparison will 
show that the 4-3-2-1 count as 
advocated by Mr. Work (Milton 
Work was then one of the out- 
standing authorities on bridge), 
or other similar point counts are 
for all practical purposes identi- 
cal with the no-trump valuation 
based on the Culbertson honor- 
trick count. The type of mind 
that thinks in figures will per- 
haps be happier with a point 
count.”

HYDE PARK. 

HE other night I went with 

my son, Franklin to Hud- 

son, Columbia county, N. Y., 
where he was to make a speech 
at a Democratic committee din- 
ner. The Columbia County 
Democratic chairman is Robert 
R. Livingston, a cousin of mine, 
and the man in whose honor 
the dinner was given, Pred 
Holzapple, is an old and faith- 
ful worker in the Democratic 
party. 

I can. remember, when my 
husband tan as state senator, 
his telling me how Mr. Holz- 
apple took him around in a 
horse and buggy. They said 
that although he never held an 
office he was probably one of 
the most helpful Democrats in 
the area. 
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IT IS GOOD to honor that 
kind of citizenship, because it 
is an example to many who 
for one reason or another feel 
they can not hold any office, 
but still realize the all-impor- 
tant fact that personal responsi- 
bility is the basis en which a 
democracy is built and that 
every citizen must serve in any 
way he is able to do so.
